Tho’ the Refolutions, Sir, now read tous, 
Were agreed to by a Majority in the Commit- 
tee, yet I can make no Doubt, but that now, 
after Gentlemen have had Time to confider 
that Affair ferioufly, there will be many of a C 
different Opinion trom what they were of in 
the Committee 3; for my own Part, Sir, I 
muft fay, that the more I confider that Scheme 
on which thefe Refolutions are founded, the 
More Objections I find to it, the lefs in the 
Arguments offered in Support of it. One of 
the chief Ends propofed by this Scheme is, the 
preventing of Fraucs formerly committed in D 
the Tobacco- Trade; but, if we examine 
thofe Frauds, we fhall find, that every one of 
them may either be prevented by the Laws al- 
ready in Being, or cannot be effe¢tually pre-. 
vented by any Thing in the Scheme propofed. 

That Fraud committed upon the Weighing 
of the Tobacco at the Cuffom-Houjfe, and like- 
Wile that of exporting one Sort of Tobacco

for another, is altogether owing to a Negleé& 
of Duty in the Officers, and not to any De- 
feét in the Laws: And as to the Frauds of 
running, or re-landing Tobacco after it has 
been entered for Exportation, and has received 
the Draw-backs, which are thofe by which 
the Publick has, and always will fufler the 
moft, there is nothing in the Scheme that can 
any Way contribute to the preventing them ; 
for it is not the Manner of colle&ting, but the 
Amount of the Duties, which occafions 
Smuggling or Running in all Countries and 
all Branches of Trade; and fince the Duties 
on Tobacco are by this Scheme to be as high, 
or very near, as they were before, we may 
expect, there will be as much Smuggling as 
formerly ; where the Temptation is great, a 
great many will run the Rifque be it ever fo 
great. 

As for the Warehoufes, if there be any 
Thing in that Part of the Scheme of Ufe 
againft Smuggling, it is not, Sir, to this 
Scheme, that the Propofition owes its Birth ; 

it is, Sir, what the Merchants themfelves 

have long ago defired ; and for that Purpofe I 

drew up fome Time ago a Claufe to have been 

oftered to this Houfe, which I thewed to the 

Hon. Gentleman on the Floor, and at that 

Time the Affair would have been pufhed, but 

there arofe fome Difputes among the Mer- 

chants themfelves, which cccafioned its being 

deférred: That Part of the Scheme theref re 

I fhall find no Fault with, I believe no Mere 

chant will, but then we would have it without 

the Laws of Excife ; for this Reafon the Hon. 

Gentleman cries out againft the Merchants as 

a very unreafonable Set of Men; he fays they 

formerly defied to have Warchoufes, and yet 

now they refufe to accept of them. But do 

not Gentlemen fee where the Difference lies ? 


The Merchants defire to have Warchoufes 
4M with- 
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without an Excife, and the Hon. Gentleman 
will not it feems favour us with the one with- 
out loading us with the other. 

As to what the Civil Lift may get by this 
Scheme, it will depend entirely upon the Ef: 
feét the Scheme may have in Relation to the 
preventing of Frauds ; but it is certain that, 
if the publick Revenue get any Thing by the 
Scheme, the Civil Lift will get in Proportion, 
or rather more; for, by what is now propofed, 
that Partof the Duty which gees towards the 
Civil Litt is ftillto be payable on Importation 
at the Cuftom-Houfe, and to be drawn back 
on Exportation, as before: Now it is mani- 
feft, that this will be a great Advantage to 
the Civil Lift, and often a great Inconvenience 
to the Merchant ; for once in every fix Weeks 
that Money will be carried to the Excheguer, 
and when once it is lodged there, I believe it 
will there remain ; it will never be fent back 
to the Cuftom- Houfe, to anfwer any Occaficn 
at that Place; fo that when the Merchant 
comes to export a Quantity of Tobacco, and 
to call for his Draw-back, if the Commiflion- 
ers have none of the Civil Lift Money in their 
Hands, they cannot apply the Produce of any 
other Branch of the .Revenue to that Ufe, 
and therefore the Merchant muft wait for his 
Draw-back till fome new Tobacco’s be im- 
ported; by which Means the Crown may 
often have the Ufe of that Money, which 
fhould have been applied to the Payment of 
the Merchant, perhaps for near a Twelve- 
Month at a Time ; and the lying out of that 
Money fo long may often be of dangerous 
Confequence to the Merchant’s Credit. 

The Hon. Gentleman talked of making 
London a free Port; 1 with, Sir, with all my 
Heart he would do fo; it is what every Mer- 
chant withes to fee done, and what would 
greatly contribute to the Increafe of the 
Trade of this Nation; but how fuch a Pre- 
tence can be fet up in Favour of the Scheme 
now before us, I cannot comprehend, for I can 
fee nothing in it that has the leaft Tendency 
towards producing an Effect fo much withed for: 
On the contrary, it appears evident to me, that 
by this Scheme the Port of London, and all 
the other Ports of the Kingdom, will be 
far from being made free, that at every one of 
them the Merchant will be fubjeéted to more 
Trouble and Expence, both upon Importation 
and Exportation, than ever he was before. 
"Tis true that, upon the Importation of To- 
bacco, the Merchant was formerly obliged to 
pay down the whole Duties, or give his Bond 
with fafficient Sureties; but this*was never 
any Hardthip on the Merchant, becaufe, if he 
had ready Money, he advanced it for the 
Prompt Payment of the Duties, and had an 
Allowance for fo doing, which was but a rea- 
rs one, confidering how long he was 

ometimes obliged to keep his Tobacco on his 

ands, before he met with a Market either 

- Home-Confumption or Exportation, and 
ow many Months Credit he was often after 
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that obliged to give to the Buyer ; and if he 
had not ready Money at Command, he could 
formerly give his Bond for the whole Duties 
with two fufficient Sureties, which a Man of 
tolerable Credit could always eafily find ; 
whereas by this Scheme, it feems, every 
Merchant-Importer of Tobacco muft pay 

A fome Part of the Duties atthe Entry, let him 
make what Shift he will for the Money, 
which to a poor Man is a new Hardthip, and 
to a rich Man the Payment of that Part of 
the Duties in ready Money is a greater Hard- 
fhip than the Payment of the Whole, conji- 
dering that he has no Allowance for prompt 
Payment, as to that Part of the Duties he is 
obliged to pay in ready Moncey. 

Blam furprifed, Sir, to hear any Gentleman 
fay, that Brewers make no Complaints on 
Account of the Laws of Excife; I do not 
know what Sort of Brewers thofe Gentlemen 
may converfe with, but I never converied with 
any who did not complain of it as a very great 
Grievance, or could not give very fubitsntial 
Reafons for their Complaints. There are 

C many Ways by which the Officers of Excife 
may be troublefome and vexatious to the 
Brewer, but there is one generally prattifed 
all over the Kingdom, and that is, that thole 
Officers not only gauge and take an Account 
of their Liquors, but likewife oblige the 
Brewers to thew them their Books as often ae 
they have a Mind, by which Means they nos 
only pry into all the Secrets and Myfteries of 

D their Trade, but likewife into their Circum- 
{tances and Fortunes. Can any Gentleman 
look upon this as no Grievance? Is it nota 
Hardfp on any Man to have the Secrets of 
his Trade expofed to every little Fellow 
whom the Commiffioners of Excife thall pleate 
to put in Authority over him? But is it not 
ftill a greater Hardthip to be obliged to dif 

E cover his Circumftances to one who is an utter 
Stranger to him, perhaps to one who is hus 
moft implacable Enemy ? ' 

The Hon. Gentleman, I find, Sir, values 
himfelf much upon the fmall Increafe of Ex- 
cife-Officers to be made by his Scheme, but 
then he feems to forget the Warehoule- ker 
ers: They, as well as the other Officers ir 
Excife, are all to be named by the Crown a 

F paid by the Publick, confequently they as 
certainly to be called Officers of the grat 
They will be as expenfive to the Publick, 
as great Slaves to the Adminiftration, 28 4" 
other Sort of Officers.

Gentlemen feem to make light of the 
Trouble that Merchants will be put to by 


thofe Warehoufe-keepers; they think it will 
be no Inconvenience to the Merchant to be 
debarred all Accefs to his Goods, but at thofe 
Hours when the Warehoufe-keeper is to be 
obliged to attend him. Thofe who argue at 
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Houfe that is a Dealer in either of the two 
Commodities of Tobacco or Wine: Thefe ara 
the Lord Danes, who are to be by Law ap- 
pointed to lord it over every fuch Dealer and 
his whole Family: We know what was the 
Fate of the Lord Danes we had formerly in 
England, and I thall be very little furprized if 


this Rate, feem to know but little of the va- A thefe new ones meet with the fame Fate. In 


rious Accidents in Trade; but this is not the 
only Inconvenience that even the Merchant is 
to be expofed to by this Scheme; he muft, 
for every Quantity of Tobacco he fells, make 
a Journey, or fend a Meflenger to the Permit- 
Office for a Permit, which muft necefiarily 
put him to great Trouble and Expence ; and 
therefore, that the Merchant may be as much 


fhort, Sir, Gentlemen may drefs up this Scheme 
in what Shape they pleafe, but to one, who 
confiders it coolly and impartially as I have 
done, it muft appear in its true Colours. I 
am convinced that it wil! produce nothing but 
the moft mifchievous Confequences, not only 
to thofe who are to be immediately affected 
by it, but likewife to the Liberties and Proper- 


eafed as poffible, I hope that, as foon as thofe B ties of the Nation in general, and therefore I 


publick Warchoufes are all appointed, there 
will be two little Lodges like Centry-Boxes, 
built fomewhere adjoining to each Warehoufe, 
one for the Warehoufe-keeper, and the other 
for the Officer who is to grant the Permits. 

It has been faid, that Liberty has nothing 
to do in the Queftion now before us; but, in 
my Opinion, if it is not deeply concerned in 
this Queftion, it never can be concerned in 
any. Js not every Man’s Houfe looked on as 
his Afylum? Is then the giving a Power to 
any little paltry Excife-man to enter People’s 
Houfes at all Times of the Day and Night no 
Encroachment upon the Liberty of thofe Peo- 
ple? If it is not an Encroachment ona Man’s 
Liberty, it certainly is a very direét one upon his 
Property, and of Confequence it will be found 
to be an Encroachment upon his Liberty ; 
for can any Man be faid to be free, who 
muft fubmit to, and be the humble Slave of, 
his Excife-man, otherwife he muf expect no 
Quiet or Comfort within his own Dwelling- 
houfe: The moft blamelefs Conduét cannot 
fecure him againft Vexation; and’no Man 


am entirely againft agreeing to the Refolutions 
of the Committee.

lam forry, Sir, to hear fo often urged that 
thefe Reftriétions propofed only for the pre- 
venting of Frauds will be a Difcouragement 
to Trade in general; for the natural Conclu- 
fion from thence would feem to be, that 
Frauds and Trade. were infeparable: As the 
very Foundation of this Scheme appsars to me 
to be intended for the Improvement of the 
Revenue by the Difcouragement of Frauds, 
when it is fo often affirmed, that it will alfo 
be a Difcouragement to Trade, a Stranger in 
the Gallery, who was to hear our Debates, 
would naturally imagine a Continuance of, 
or a Connivance at Frauds was in th’s Coun- 
try 2 neceffary Encouragement to Trade. 

Sir, as this Bul appears to me to be attend- 
ed with certain Advantages to the Tobacco- 
‘Trade, and as I thould be glad to be fet right 
if I am miftaken; I beg Leave to afk a few 

ueftions of thofe who are converfant in 
Trade: Whether high Duties on Goods im- 
ported are not a great Weight on ‘every 

Branch of Trade fo loaded; as it not enly 
obliges the Merchant to keep a double Stock 
in ready Money, but of courfe confines that 
Trad? to a very narrow Circle 6f Dealers ; 
and furely it can never be the Intereft of a 
trading Nation to encourage Monopolies? 
Then I muft afk, whether, as the Law now 
ftands, the Tobacco Trade has not this 
Hardih'p attending it? If it be fo, 1 would 
afk, whether this Clog is not entirely remoy- 
ed by this Scheme; no Duty being to be paid 
at Importation, nor eny'Money demanded till 
the Faétor has made his Bargain with the 
Retailer, who isto pay the whole Duty ? 

Ts it not, Sir, another allowed Maxim in 
Trade, that one of the greateft Temptations 
to Frauds aré large Draw-backs on Goods ex- 
ported, may the verv Parent of Frauds in 
this Commodity? If this be a Fa&, is not 
this Motive to Frauds entirely removed, there 
being by this Scheme no Temptation what- 
ever to Frauds on this Head? for by this 
Scheme ag now amended, there is no Part of 
the Duty to be paid at Importation, nota 
Farthing of the Duty ever to be paid for the 
‘Tobacco which thall hereafter be re-exported ; 
fo that the Hon. Gentleman who fpoke firft, 
and who always fpeaks fo well, and w'th 
much Weight in this Houfe, has in this Par- 
ticular entirely miftaken the Scheme. 

Has not, Sir, the Method of bonding’ the 
Duties, till very lately at leaft, been univerfal- 
ly allowed to be often fatal to both the Plan- 
ters and Faétors, and as often detrimental to 
the Publick ? Is not this Hardfhip quite ob- 
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viated by this Scheme ? Is not Bonding en- 
tirely out of the prefent Queftion ? 

Were not the Charges in the Bills of Sale 
from the Factor to his Planter a very. great 
Hardfhip on the latter? According to all thofe 
I have feen, they never amounted to le 
than 25 per Cent. and oftener to much more, 

Ao the whole neat Produce returned to the 
Planter for his ‘Tobacco. * When I fay this, 
Sir, I beg I may not be thought to accufe the 
Fattor of taking. an extravagant or unjuft 
Gain on his Head; but what I think we are 
now contending to remove, isthe Pretence for 
and the Foundation of thefe Charges, which 
have been fo greatly detrimental tothat Trade, 
and fo great a Hardthip cn your Virzinia and 

B Maryland Planters, who now fend you a 
Merchandize that proves to this Nation, by 
the great Quantities re-exported to foreign 
Markets, a very beneficial Branch of your 
Commerce; and if fomething be not now 
done in their Behalf, I am told from very 
good Hands, we fhall run the Rifque of lofing 
this Staple of Tobacco: Then twill be too 

C late to confider what Methods are beft for 
colleting the Duties on it; and therefcre, 
Sir, this Confideration alorie would weigh 
greatly with me, to make a Tryal at leatt of 
the Method now propofed for giving a Reliet 
to fo confiderablie a Part of your American 
Colonies. 

Now I am up, Sir, give me Leave to fe- 
mind Gentlemen, that, as the Law now 

D ftands, 4. Pence 3 Farthings neat Money at 
Jeaft is paid on each Pound of Tobacco im- 
med'ately on Importation, tho’ the Importer 
takes the Advantages of all the Difcounts on 
prompt Payment, otherways the Duty comes

E. demanded till the Tobacco is taken out of the 


Warchoufe for Home -Confumption, — and 
therefore may fometimes not be paid tifl 3 
Months or 2 Years after the landing of the 
Tobacco: Let therefore who will advance the 
Money, this further Credit given by _ 
Publick, muft be a certain Benet to this 
Trade; and thus by poftponing the Payment 
F of the Duties till fo much nearer the Time 
of Confumption, the Dealers in Tobacco 
be enabled and ought . afford it to the Con- 
fumer on more reafonable Terms. 

If then this Scheme be found to be no real 
Detriment to the fair Merchant, and a cer 
tain Benefit to the Planters, I believe 19 ret 
ther Particular it will be a demonftrable 
vantage to the Pubiick, I mean an Improve- 


G ment of the Revenue: But what appea”s to 


me pretty extraordinary, is to hear -_ sink 
provement urged as a os Lif 
the whole Scheme, becaufe the Civ 

will alfo of Courfe receive fome Increale. 
Give me Leave, Sir, to fay, that ARE 
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Appearance of Weight there might have 
been in this Objection before the Scheme 
was known, yet now when it comes to be 
confidered, that the Crown in Return gives 
up to the Publick all Forfeitures and Seizures, 
this Objection can be but of little Weight: 
But furely, Sir, this could never have been 


thought a fufficient Obje¢tion for the Legifla- A 


ture to refule a Remedy again{t the known 
Frauds in the Colleétion of the publick Reve- 
nue, becaufe *twould have prevented thofe 
practifed againft the Crown ; efpecially when 
even this Improvement of the King’s Income 
is no more than what was in Effeét granted 
by Parliament, when they appropriated the 


Life. 

But, Sir, fince it is faid that this Altera- 
tion in the Method of colleéting the Duty 
on Tobacco will be fuch an Augmentation 
to the Revenue, tho’ no new Tax be laid 
on, nor an Addition made to any one now in 
Being, it may be afked, from whence this 
Augmentation will arife? To this the bare 


Enumeration of the Frauds at prefent prac- C 


tiled in the Colleétion of this Duty would be 
a fufficient Anfwer, efpecially if we confider 
the large Sum, which the Frauds difcovered 
yearly amount to, and that it cannot be fup- 
poled, that one fifth Part of the Frauds 
have ever come to the Knowledge of the 
Publick, or of thofe entrufted with the Col- 


lecting of this Duty; but as the Hon. Gen- ry 


Ueman, who opened this Debate in the Com- 
mittee, has fo fully and demonftrably thewn 
the Particulars of thefe unlawful Tranfaétions, 
andas there are in this Houfe fo manyGentlemen 
thoroughly acquainted with the Courfe of the 
publick Revenues, who can {peak more mi- 
hutely to the Nature of thefe Frauds than I 
can, I fhall not enter into a Detail of them, 


but only take Notice, that there have been E 


fome Inftances of a triple Fraud in the Dif- 
pofal of the {ame individual Parcel of ‘Tobac- 
Co; he indeed who praétifes this Method 
muft be very adroit in the Bufinefs of Smugg- 
ling, but it is certain it has been prattifed ; 
the unfair Trader has contrived to receive the 
full Duty twice from the Publick, without 


having ever paid it once to the Publick: He F 


has received from the Government the Draw- 
backs on a Quantity of Tobacco hich he 
found Means ‘to import without } ae any 
Duty ; and by again running the fame Tobac- 
Co from Holland: in fmall Parcels, he has a 
fecond, Time received the Draw-backs from 
the Confumers, by felling it to them as if 
the Duties had been honeftly paid; and the 


Difficulty to prevent thefe Kind of Frauds, G 


as there is but one Check in the Caftoms, is 
almoft infurmountable; fince in fome Caies 
the unfair Dealer in Tobacco may well afford 
to give fuch Bribes to the Cuftom-Houfe Of- 
ficcr, as will even more than compeniate to

him the Lofs of his Place, if he fhould be 
difcovered. 

So that in this Light, Sir, the Parties in 
this Conteft are the Publick, the Planter and 
the fair Trader on one Side, and the unfair 

ealer only onthe cther. It isa Duty the Nation 
pays, the Planter and the fair Trader feel the 
Inconvenience of it, but the Benefit is in- 
tercepted by the fraudulent Dealer; and in 
this View your landed Confumers of Tobacco 
have doubly paid the Duty; they have paid it 
once by buying the Tobacco at an advanced 
Price as if the Duty had been paid by the 
Seller, and again by a future Call upon them 
by the Legiflature to make good the Delfici- 
ency occafioned by the Frauds of the Sellers ; 
fo that by this Method of Taxation a Duty 
has been laid on one Subjeét, which another 
has by Artifice not only prevented coming 
into the publick Purfe, but has converted to- 
wards the fupporting and enriching of him- 
felf. 

But, Sir, there is another Reafon, which 
will have the greateft Weight .with me for 
coming into this Propofition, and that is, be- 
caufe I think in its Confequences the Land- 
Holders of Great Britain will find a confi- 
derable Relief. As long as I can remember 
I have always heard the Land-Tax com- 
plained of as one of the moft unequal and 
grievous of our Taxes ; unequal, as it is only 
paid by a Part of thofe who poffefs Property 
in Great Britain ; and {o great a Difproportion 
is there in this Particular, that as our Proper- 
ty is now divided, I believe one may fay, 
the Money arifing by this Tax is paid only 
by five out of fix of thofe who poflels the 
Riches of this Nation; and it hath hitherto 
been the more grievous, as there was no 
Profpeét that any one of this Generation 
would have been relieved from the Burthen 
of ite From Land alone 64 Millions and 
a Half have been raifed fince the Revolutian, 
and an Eftate of toco/. a Year fully fefid 
fince that Time has paid 6450/. which a- 
mounts to near one fixth Part of the whole 
Produce of fuch an Eftate inthat Time; fo 
that by taking it at an Average, the Land- 
Holders of thefe Eftates thus feffed have paid 
very near a fixth Part of the grofs Produce of 
their Eftates for 44. Years fucceffively, which 
bears no Manner of Proportion to what has 
been paid by any other Set of Men, fince 
that Time. This has always been moft 
juftly reputed a Grievance upon the Land- 
Holders; yet now when a Scheme is offered, 
which, as it appears to me, would be a cer- 
tain Relief to the Landed Intereft, a new 
Language, a new Opinion has ftarted up, 
and prevails at Jeaft without Doors, that the 
Lands of Great Britain fhould ftill continue 
to carry that Burthen, which till very lately 
all Mankind were unanimous they ought to 
be relieved from. If 
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If fome Gentlemen, Sir, may think there 
may be any material Weight thrown into the 
Scale of the Crown by the Addition of a few 
Excife-Officers, let them on the other Side 
reflect on the Relief given by this Scheme to 
the Land-Holders of Great Britain, who al- 
ways have been, and ever muft be in Time 
of Trial and Neceflity, the real and folid 
Support of the Liberties of the Nation. 

And as the Landed Intereft muft be al- 
lowed to be our principal Strength, all At- 
tempts to invade our Liberties muft prove un- 
fuccefsful, while the Gentlemen of landed 
Eftates fhall continue refolute, and retain fuf- 
ficient Force to oppofe any arbitrary Defigns: 
Any Thing therefore that tends to put them 
apon a better Footing, and to encreafe their 
Subftance, ftrengthens our Conftitution in the 
moft eflential Part; for this Reafon, Sir, 
when the Eale that will be given to the 
Land-Holders is in this View impartially 
confidered, the Addition of a few Excifemen, 
‘with Salaries of g0 or 50/. a Year each, 
will not hav. that Weight in this Day’s De- 
bate, which at firft Sight it might feem to 
carry with it. 

Sir, I have mentioned the Advantages 
which appear to me will naturally arife to the 
publick Revenue, to the fair Trader, to the 
induftrious Planter, and to the Land-Holder, 
by this Scheme; and I think there is ano- 
ther Benefit attending it, which Gentlemen 
do not feem to give fufficient Attention to, 
1 mean the Reformation that will be made 
in the Laws of Excile; for tho’ the Exten- 
fion of them, as they now ftand, might 
have been thought by fome a ftrong Objec- 
tion to this Scheme, however beneficial in 
other Refpects, yet I think. the Weight of 
this Objection is greatly removed, when we 
¢onfider, that the Alteration now propofed 
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deliberate in giving Judgment, whe 
fhall refle& that Te Tobi o ma 
to be canvaffed in a fuperior Court, where 
no Favour, no Intereft can fcreen an il] Ac- 
tion; the Judges to whom the Appeal mut 
be made have their Offices for Life, and 
therefore cannot reafonably be fuppoied to be 
byailed fo as t> countenance any unlawful 
Steps of the Commiffioners, let them be the 
Favourites of any Minifter whatever, or let 
the Party opprefied, let the Party complainant 
be never fo obnoxious to an Adminittration, 

There is alfo, Sir, another Benefit that 
will attend the Succefs of this Scheme, 
which is the Repeal of an A& made in the 
11th Year of the late King, which obliges 
People to accufe themfelves: As this is cer- 
tainly a very great Grievance, the Repeal 
muft be a very agreeable Relief to thofe who 
are fubjeét to it. I hope therefore if this 
Queftion pafies, when the Blanks in the Bill 
come to be filled up in the Committee, thofe 
Gentlemen, who may think there are any 
unneceiiary Claufes in the Laws of Excife, 
will take this favourable Opportunity to have 
thofe Laws reviewed, and by the Addition of 
proper Claufés to the Bill now to be brought 
in, to extend the Regulations of them in Be- 
half of the Subje&t, as far as may not leave 
the Duties under the Management of the 
Commiffioners open to grofs Frauds. 

Upon the Whole, Sir, 1 believe the Be- 
nefits propofed by this Scheme, by an Im- 
provement of the publick Revenue in pre- 
venting Frauds, will be a certain Relief to 
the Landed-Intereft; and the only real Ob- 
jeftion to it, was the Method by which it 
was to be effected; but that I think, isin 
a great Meafure removed, by the Mitigation 
of thofe Methods of proceeding in Ex 
Laws, which feemed moft to infringe the 


will take away many of thofe Powers which ff Liberties of the Subject, and which Altera- 


might in Time to come have been abufed to 
the Oppreflion of the Subject. One of the 
moft material Obiections I ever heard ftarted 
was, the Want of a prcper Appeal from the 
Determination of the Commiffioners of Ex- 
cife; but this I think is entirely obviated 
by, the allowing of an Appeal from thofe 
Gentlemen to three Judges chofen from the 
different Courts in Weftm:infler-Hall, or from 
the Juftices of Peace to the Judges of Af- 
fize in their refpective Circuits, who are to 
determine in a jiummaty Way, without ei- 
ther Delay or any confiderable Expence to the 
Parties concerned; for whatever Influence 
the Nomination of thefe Officers by the 
Crown might have on their Actions, or 
however regardlefs their Power being uncon- 
trollable mtight make them in their Deter- 
munations, this Check muft prevent the 
Execution of their Intentions, were they in- 
clined to abufe their Power in Favour of the 
Crown; it will certainly make them more

the inland Towns and Corporations in England. 

This, Sir, feems plainly to me to be the 
chief Defign of this Scheme ; and if it fue- 
ceeds (which God forbid) our future Minifters 
of State will be very much obliged to the 
Gentleman who projected it; the Eleéion of 
a Houfe of Commons, will in all Time com- 
ing, be an eafy Tafk for whoever fhall be 
prime Minifter under any of our future Kings 5 
he may fit at Home in his great Chair, and 
iffue forth his Orders to moft of the Counties 
and Boroughs in Great Britain, to chufe fuch

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do not know but fome of us~ may live to fee 
dome vain overgrown Minifter of State driv- 
ing along the Streets with fix Members of 
Parliament behind his Coach. 

Thefe, Sir, muft be the fatal Confequences 
of the Scheme now under our Confideration ; 
and therefore 1 muft think that every Man 
who has a Regard to the Conftitution of his 
Country, or to the Liberties and Properties of 
thofe that have put theit Truft in him, is in 
Duty bound to give his Negative to the pre- 
fent Queftion. 

Gentlemen may indulge themfelves in the 
vain Conceit, that by this Scheme, all Man- 
ner of Frauds in the ‘Tobacco-Trade will be 
prevented, but-the Thing is in its own Nature 
impoffible ; when the Duties are fo high, 
where they amount to five or fix Times the 
prime Coft of the Commodity, it will be 
impoffible to prevent ali Manner of Frauds, 
and therefore the Increafe of the publick Re- 
venue by this Scheme is fo far from being cer- 
tain, that it is altogether precarious ; and un- 
Jefs the publick Revenue be thereby greatly 
increafed, the Land-holders can expeét no 
Relief: But granting, Sir, that the Benefits 


expected by this Scheme were certain, it isas ~ 


certain, it isdemonftrable, that our Conftitu- 
tion will be thereby deftroyed ; and are we, 
Sir, to make a Sacrifice of our Conftitution, 
for the poor Confideration of adding 4 or 
500,000 /..a Year to the publick Revenue ? 
That Increafe, Sir, may foon be diffipated 
by an Adminiftration, under no Fears of 
being called to an Account by Parliament, 
and then they will be obliged to come upon the 
Land-holders, for Money to anfwer the ne- 
ceflary Services of the Publick. There never 
was in any Country a Scheme fet up for intro- 
ducing arbitrary Power. but what was fup- 
ported by fome fpecious Pretences: The pre- 
venting of Mobs, Infurreétions, Invafions, 
Frauds, or the like, have in all Countries 
been made the Pretences for introducing arbi- 
trary Power; but in fuch an Affembly as 
this, where the Principles of Liberty fo much 
prevail, where there are fo many Gentlemen 
of good Senfe and Penetraticn, I hope no fuch 
Pretence will ever be of any Weight. To 
me it appears indifputable, that this Scheme is 
abfolutely inconfiftent with a free Eleétion of 
Members of Parliament, and of Confequence 
with our Conftitution; therefore tho’ the 
Advantages to be reaped therefrom were much 
greater, and much more certain than they 
are, I fhould be moft heartily againft it, and 
for that Reafon I muft give my Negative to 
the prefent Queftion.

But as to the Cafe then before them, there 
was not the leaft Pretence for refufing the De- 
fire of the Petition, -becaufe the Bill againft 
which it was prefented, was no Money Bill; 
it was granted by the Advocates for the Bill, 
it was even infifted on as the greateft Argu- 
ment for it, that there were no new Duties to 
be impofed ; it was a Bill only for altering the

pany with another Veflel, whofe Crew 
perifhed. By God’s good Providence, only 
two af ours were drowned; but moft of 
thof faved are very much wounded and 
Bruifed. We have juft got our wet Clothes 
on our Backs: For I believe had we none, 
we fhould aot have got fufficient here to 
cover our Nakednefs. What Part of the 
Ship and Cargo drove on Shore, was cruelly 
taken from us by the Country People, who 
came down to the Number of above 2000, 
with Carts and Horfes, and carried away 
even Pieces of the Ship’s Hull. For fix 
Days before our Misfortune,.we had con- 
tinual hard Gales, in which we broke our
